D. C , said in an address at the Aith 
annual dinner for stockholders of 
the First National bank of G ettys­ 
burg at the Blue Parrot tea room 
Chambersburg street, Friday even­ 
ing

Pres­ 
ent Day Tendencies in the Busi­ 
ness of Banking.” 
and the speaker 
brought to his audience a wealth of 
knowledge gleaned over many yeas* 
in his profession 
Prevents Panics 
After tracing the political, social 
and economic factors in connection 
with the founding and progress of 
the United States, Mr McKee said 
the federal reserve system, set up 
by the national government, was tile 
bulwark to prevent panic* such as 
the country passed through in 1873. 
1893 and 1907 
The speaker then pointed to the 
enormous strides made by Industry 
since the world war, asserting th a t 
mass production has brought Amer­ 
ica today to the apex of industrial 
prosperity. 
“It also has brought a 
decided change in the 
num ber 
of 
persons who live on farm s and in 
the cities,'* he added. 
“I am told 
th a t the 1930 census will show th a t 
27 4 per cent of the population of 
the United States lives 
on 
farm s 
while 724 per cent lives in cities. 
Just reversing 
census statistic* of 
the two groups 
seventy-five years 
ago.’* 
Branch Banking 
The speaker then went Into the 
subject of branch banking, which. 
he said, originated in California 25 
years ago and was found to be very 
profitable. 
Now thirty states per­ 
m it branch banking, he added 
In 
former years, state banks and trust 
companies had greater powers and 
were 
more 
easily 
brought 
into 
chains, the national bank act prac­ 
tically prohibiting the practice. 
The 
Mc Faddcn-Pepper 
b i l l , 
which passed Congress five or six 
years ago. extended the powers of 
national banks, 
and 
still 
greater 
power is being asked,” Mr. McKee 
said. 
One of the reasons for the 
establishm ent of branch banks has 
been the numerous bank failures in 
the farm ing sections of the west 
and south iii the last ten years 
The speaker pointed out. however, 
th a t branch banking may be only 
some individual or group 
of Indi­ 
viduals seeking 
“lust, 
power 
and 
prestige,' and as such 
would be a 
vicious 
practice.

dem and, it will spread 
In the last analysis, proAts alone

He expressed 
doubt 
th a t 
branch 
banking would help I armers. “W hat 
the farm er needs." he asserted, “is a 
longer credit term so th a t he may 
hold his crops longer and dispose of 
them at better prices.'
